Matters were brought to a crisis on Wednesday, by the 
refusal of the Bank of the Northern Liberties to take her 
notes. The other Banks speedily followed this example. 
A pantc was the consequence, and the Bank was forced 
to close her doors. 

A meenng of delegates from ali the Banks of the city, 
was convened during the morning at the Girard Bank- 
ing House. They remained in sexsion until about one 
o'clock, when they adjourned over until four o'clock in 
the afternoon, when they again met, and continued de- 
hberaung up to mednight.
